Mr. Herbert Samuel, who represents 
the Cleveland Division in’ the Com- 
mons, recently wrote to Lord Rhondda 
pointing out the necessity for a large 
meat supply being available for 
manual workers engaged in heavy 
work, such as miners and iron and 
steel workers. Lord Rhondda replied 
as follows :— 

I fully recognise the importance of 
granting an extra meat ration to heavy 
workers as soon ag may be practicable, 
and a scheme for that pangone is almost 
compléte, But it was thotght that the 
scheme for compulsory rationing for 
n.eat should begin with a uniform rate 
for adults. National uniformity is re- 
padn as_ essential at this stage, and 

cannot agree to variations in the rule 
intended to cover the whole country 
which might prejudice future arrange- 
ments. f regard the provision of an 
extra ration to heavy workers as the 
first charge upon additional supplies, 
and I hope that it may not be long 
before it will be possible to announce a 
scheme for this purpose. 
FOR MANUFACTURING PURPCSES. 

Persons and firms using fresh meat 
for manufacturing purposes are noti- 
fied that they are required to obtain 
from the Secretary, Meat Section, 
Ministry of Food, Palace Chambers, 
Westminster, before the 15th inst., 
forms of application for licences to 
carry on business as manufacturers of 
meat products (excluding bacon, ham 
and lard). Permits will be issued in 
due course to licensed manufacturers, 
which wiil enable them to obtain sup- 
plies of meat from the sources nomi- 
nated for that purpose by the Minis- 
try of Food.

Injunction Refused Against 
: Landlord. 

In the Chancery’ Division Justice 
Neville refused to continue the in- 
terim injunction, previously granted 
to M. Litvino, the “ Ambassador” of 
the Russian People’s Government, Te- 
straining his landlord from evicting 
him from his “ Embassy ” in Vic- 
tria-st., Westminster. The judge said 
he was satisfied that plaintiff had not 
only broken his agreement, but had 
brought himself within the meshes 
of the Defence of the Realm Act. He.
